Police searching 
for shooting 
suspects

The family of three 
people killed due to an 
apparent propane gas 
explosion have filed suit 
against several com¬ 
panies. Now the case is 
moving forward as the 
one year anniversary of 
the explosion nears. 

Danny Knox, the hus¬ 
band of Karen Knox who 
was killed a as result 
of the blast, filed a law¬ 
suit in April. Knox's wife 
was visiting her father, 
Stanley Roberts, along 
with her brother, Jerry 
Roberts on Sept. 22, 2011 
when the house exploded 
on Paint Creek. Fire offi¬ 
cials have reported that it 
appeared to be as a result 
of some sort of gas leak. 
Roberts used propane gas 
as a source of heat. 

Stanley Roberts was 
killed in the explosion. 
Jerry Roberts, who was 
credited with getting his 
sister out of the house 
after the explosion and 
went for help, died from 
his injuries a couple of 
weeks later. Knox suc¬ 
cumbed to her injuries on 
Nov. 11.

company's actions were 
a breach of an implied 
warranty,” “abnormally 
dangerous,” and led to 
“gross negligence,” “extra 
hazardous activity,” and

The suit also claims 
that the propane devices 
that were sold to Roberts 
or installed were defec¬ 
tive.

CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 


The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23, 2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30, 2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.

I know it has been a 
few weeks since I last 
presented a column, but 
I thought I would this 
week simply because I 
have a few things on my 
mind. 

So buckle up and let's 
see where this ride will 
take us. 

I recently received a 
phone call from a woman 
in Ohio. She is a reader of 
the Times and has fam¬ 
ily living here in Powell 
County. I will not use her 
name because I am not 
sure if she would want 
me to or not. 

She brought up a sub¬ 
ject that I know I have 
discussed in this column 
before. 

It seems that she has 
a family member that is 
handicapped and needs 
to find a suitable apart¬ 
ment or place to live 
that can accommodate a 
wheelchair. 

Now you would think 
that handicapped acces¬ 
sible apartments would 
be easy to find. But in this 
case she stated that they 
were scarce. She stated 
that many of the apart¬ 
ments that are avail¬ 


able are not equipped for 
wheelchairs and Section 
8 Housing cannot help 
her family member. 

People on fixed incomes, 
handicapped individu¬ 
als and people in dire 
need of assistance often 
get caught between red 
tape and availability, it 
is really a shame and for 
many of us who may not 
ever have faced a situa¬ 
tion like this, we may not 
fully understand what 
others go through. 

Take emergency situa¬ 
tions for example. 

A flood, a fire, wind 
damage, even the ice 
storms a few years ago, 
have left people looking 
for a place to stay. Now 
many people in small 
towns have family they 
can count on. But what 
about those who do not? 
Or what if he entire town 
was affected? 

Sure the Red Cross and 
other agencies will help 
in big disasters, like they 
did in West Liberty after 
the March 2 tornado. Of 
course I was proud of the 
local efforts to help our 
neighbors as well. That is 
what we should do. 

On a smaller scale we 
look to the Red Cross to 
help. On Monday alone 
two families lost every¬ 
thing they had to fires. 
One on Cane Creek the 
other on Nolan Circle. 
The Red Cross will step 
in, but wouldn't it be nice 
if Powell County had a 
shelter that could help 
people like this for a 
while? 


Or how about a shelter 
where battered women 
and children could go and 
not have to be forced to 
find a way to travel 40 
miles to get help. What 
about a place that could 
help our neighbors get 
on their feet and still feel 
wanted and loved in the 
community, not like they 
have nothing or no one 
to help. 

This community has 
always been resilient to 
the storms and disasters 
and tough times that come 
along. History has shown 
us to be quite strong on 
that front. And I know 
that shelter to take care 
of all the other problems 
I have mentioned may 
seem far-fetched or some¬ 
thing out of our reach.

agencies or state groups 
are for.

Time to think about consolidating 


Tick . . tick . . tick . . 

Time seems to be the one 
thing that we do not have 
a lot of. That includes not 
only in our daily lives but 
in everything we do. Yet 
sometimes we waste it. 

But when it comes to 
our safety, time is of the 
essence. 

Recent renewed discus¬ 
sions about a county-wide 
police department has 
other people and politi¬ 
cians talking about unit¬ 
ing the local governments 
as well. 

That may take a lot of 
discussions to even scratch 
the surface, but the police 
discussion needs to be 
seriously engaged. The 
benefits would outweigh, 
or should, the fears of los¬ 
ing control or who may 
run the program. Cooler 
heads can reason out the 
details in an acceptable 
manner. 

But let us not forget a 
formula that would assist 
the fire protection as well. 
Let us say we appreci¬ 
ate the efforts and work, 
the courage and guts that 
the county's volunteer fire 
departments display. It is 
not easy running out to a 
blaze at 3 a.m. and having 
to be at work to feed your 
children by 6 a.m. 

We understand and 
appreciate all you do. 

However, if uniting 
for safety sake could be 
accomplished in a way 
that would allow volun¬ 
teers to continue doing 
what they do, mingled 
with a few full-time pro¬ 
fessional firefighters at 
the station 24-7, should 
also be looked at. 

We are NOT asking to 
close the volunteers down. 
We appreciate all you do 
too much to ever dream of 
such a request. 

We ARE asking that 
they get help in respond¬ 
ing quicker by having the 
trucks rolling with full¬ 
time personnel at the 


ready while volunteers 
rush to help. Choose those 
full time people from cur¬ 
rent volunteers who are 
certified and ready to take 
on the task. 

In recent weeks a dis¬ 
agreement at the Clay 
City department has left 
the city and surrounding 
fire district in a tough 
situation. 

The new chief has stat¬ 
ed that although he has 
16 members on the ros¬ 
ter, some are not showing 
up. Some may be upset 
over recent happenings 
with the department. It 
appears that the "I'll take 
my toys and go home" 
philosophy only hurts the 
people that you promised 
to help. We would hope no 
one is playing that game. 

Tuesday morning a call 
came in for responders to 
meet with an ambulance 
to deal with a patient who 
was not breathing. No one 
answered that call, so the 
ambulance crew drove on. 
We do not know how that 
came out, but time was 
certainly not something 
to play with there. 

With situations get¬ 
ting tougher and bud¬ 
gets getting tighter, the 
time is coming soon that 
the county, cities, depart¬ 
ments and the voters may 
need to look at consolidat¬ 


ing. 

But if the community 
leaders choose not to, then 
waste no more time in 
explaining how the pub¬ 
lic's safety will be your 
number one goal and do 
something to show it. 

Meanwhile listen close¬ 
ly. Tick . . tick . . tick . . 

The time has come to 
bring the discussions to 
the table and see what 
can be done. It will not 
be easy, but neither is sit¬ 
ting back and watching 
as someone's livelihood, 
home or even a life is 
lost.

This Labor Day, many Americans commemorate the 
fruits of their hard work by taking a day off from it. 
There will be gatherings and games, barbecues, and 
baseball. Labor Day was established in 1882, and it 
has become an American tradition to celebrate with 
family and friends. 

For many Americans who receive Social Security or 
Supplemental Security Income (SSI) disability ben¬ 
efits, Labor Day can be a good day to think about the 
future. It may be that, in spite of your disabling condi¬ 
tion, you would like to attempt to work. But perhaps 
you're apprehensive because you don't want to find 
out you're not quite up to the task and risk losing your 
benefits and critical medical coverage. 

We have good news for you: our work incentives can 
help you go to work without the worry. 

Work incentives include: 

* Continued cash benefits for a period of time while 
you work; 

* Continued Medicare or Medicaid while you work; 
and 

* Help with education, training, and rehabilitation 
to start a new line of work. 

For example, a trial work period allows you to test

your ability to work for at least nine months without 
affecting your benefits. Beyond that, an extended peri¬ 
od of eligibility allows you to work another 36 months 
and still receive benefits, depending on your earnings. 
If your benefits stopped because your earnings were 
too high, but you find that your disabling condition 
does not allow you to stick with the job, you're eligible 
for expedited reinstatement without having to com¬ 
plete a new application. 

If you are successful at returning to work, but you 
fear the loss of your medical coverage, here's more 
good news. You can continue to get Medicare Part A for 
at least seven (7) years after your cash benefits end, 
and after that you can buy Medicare Part A coverage 
by paying a monthly premium. Through it all, you can 
opt to continue paying your Medicare Part B premium 
for that additional coverage. 

In addition to these incentives, you also may be 
interested in the Ticket to Work program, which may 
be able to help you receive vocational rehabilitation, 
training, job referrals, and other employment support 
services free of charge.

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School board looking at giving school staffs personal day

With school districts 
statewide trying to find 
ways to attract quality 
teachers, keep the ones 
they have and still stay 
within restricted budgets, 
attractive plans have to 
be put forth. The Powell 
County School Board 
hopes that a change in 
the districts sick day pol¬ 
icy can do just that. 

The board decided 
at last week's regular 
monthly meeting to look 
at giving all certified and 
classified personnel an 
added personal day to 
use each school and fiscal 
year. Currently the dis¬ 
trict offers a 10 sick days. 
Within in those sick days 
three emergency days 
can be used, yet the total 
is still only 10 days. 

“Most other districts 
around us have one or 
two personal days they 
give their staff's,” Powell 
Superintendent Mike 
Tate told the board mem¬ 
bers. “We could start with 
giving them a personal 
day this year then look at 
it to see what you want to 
do with it.” 

If the board decided to 
allow the personal day 
and it was not used by an 
employee, it would then 
be rolled over into a sick 
day for next year. That 
would continue as long 
as they were employed by 
the district. 

“If they don't use those 
days and over several 


years it would then roll 
over and could help them 
later as they add that 
into their retirement 
later on,” Tate said. “It 
is a way of helping the 
staffs to have a day if 
needed and not have to 
be dishonest with any¬ 
one. Plus it can help be 
an incentive to bring in 
quality people, retain 
them and allow them to 
add to their retirement.” 

Under the current sys¬ 
tem when a staff member 
takes a sick day the form 
that is filled out report¬ 
edly has an affidavit of 
some kind on it. That 
states the staff member 
was sick. However, as 
Tate admitted that is not 
always the case as to why 
people miss work. 

“Things happen and we 
know that. Things come 
up in life. Right now some 
people may have to not 
be so truthful just to get 
a day off to handle some 
situations,” he advised 
the board. “If I under¬ 
stand it correctly that 
would be against their 
contract and we don't 
ever want to put anyone 
in that position. We want 
to work with our people 
and try to help them.” 

Some board members 
have questioned in the 
past about too much sick 
time being used and sub¬ 
stitutes being overused. 
Last school year some 
of the district's schools 
substitute budgets were 
almost spent before half 
the year was completed. 

“We have prepared for 


the use of substitutes by 
adding some money to 
those budgets and we 
will still expect our teach¬ 
ers and staffs to be here 
when they can. We want 
a high attendance rate 
for them,” Tate said. “We 
also understand things 
happen, so we need to 
find a way to help our 
people and offer an incen¬ 
tive to be here as much as 
possible.” 

Board chairman 
Donald Curtis asked if 
the district should look 
at giving staff's two days. 
Tate answered that some 
nearby districts like E still 
County offer 10 sick days, 
two personal days and 
two emergency days for 


a total of 14 days. But he 
also cautioned the board. 
T think we should start 
with one and see who 
takes advantage of it and 
who doesn't, then see how 
it goes.” 

Tate then asked how 
long it had been since 
teachers received a 
raise and Buildings and 
Grounds Director Monroe 
Jones replied that it was 
“probably six years ago.” 
Tate then added, “This is 
not a raise but it is a step 
in the right direction to 
let our people know we 
care. It is a way to reward 
our staffs.” 

In other business: 

• The board approved 
the 2013 motor vehicle 


tax rate. The rate will 
be 50.2 cents per $100 
assessed value. 

On Thursday (tonight) 
the board will hold a pub¬ 
lic hearing on raising the 
general fund tax from 
34.8 cents from last year 
to 36 cents this year. That 
tax is placed on real and 
personal property. 

The board figures indi¬ 
cate that last year's rate 
generated $1,562,030.60 
in revenue. The new rate 
increase will generate 
$1,589,116.13 Of that 
amount $235,178 will 
come from new and per¬ 
sonal property. 

The hearing will also 
discuss the compensating 
tax rate for 2013 will be 


34.7 cents on rea proper¬ 
ty and personal property. 
That is expected to gen¬ 
erate $1,531,731.38. 

• The board listened to 
the district's technology 
director, Kelly Marcum, 
discuss the new wifi 
system in each school. 
Marcum explained how 
students and staff will be 
able to use the system for 
academic work. The sys¬ 
tem has blocks included 
to keep students away 
from questionable web¬ 
sites. It will also not allow 
students to use Facebook 
or Twitter on the system's 
wifi settings. 

Marcum explained each 
school will set up rules for 
the wifi use. Currently 
the high school is allow¬ 
ing students to bring 
in wireless devices like 
smart phones, iPads and 
laptop computers. There 
has been some discussion 
about the middle school 
following suit. 

• Tate also told the 
board that this year's 
enrollment is up by 26 
students from the end of 
last school year. When 
school ended in May 
the districts enrollment 
was 2,388, but as of last 
Monday it stands at 
2,414. 

• The board also 
approved an extra ser¬ 
vice pay of $2,500 for 
the board secretary and 
$1,000 for the high school 
yearbook coordinator; 
plus they approved the 
school year’s rolling cal¬ 
endar.

Some people apparently never learn. 

Last Tuesday as Powell District Court 
was being held, at least one Lexington 
man waiting for his day in court will 
now have another one. Police arrested 
Quince Barnett after he arrived, then 
tried to leave while allegedly under the 
influence. 

Barnett was set to be in court based 


on charges he picked up earlier. Barnett 
apparently appeared to be under the 
influence and as he tried to leave the 
courthouse, Powell County Deputy Billy 
Rice pulled in behind him. 

Rice's report stated that as he 
approached the 2012 Acura Integra he 
could see pill bottles “scattered through¬ 
out the vehicle.” The report also said 
that Barnett's speech was “very slurred” 
and when he exited the car he was “very 
unsteady on his feet.” 

Barnett apparently also filed the field

James Watson administered them. 

Barnett was arrested and charged 
with DUI and failure to notify an 
address change to the Department of 
Transportation. He was lodged in the 
Powell County Detention Center. 

Barnett, 32, of Lexington, who listed 
his employment as being a store manag¬ 
er at the Fayette Mall, was already fac¬ 
ing other charges in Powell County. He 
had received a speeding ticket earlier 
this year. Barnett has been pulled over

The effort to deal pro¬ 
actively with the waste- 
water issues that have 
plagued both munici¬ 
pal wastewater systems 
began 12 years ago as 
the two cities decided 
to conduct wastewater 
planning in a cooperative 
fashion. 

“Both cities had vir¬ 
tually the same prob¬ 
lem,” Clay City Mayor 
Jimmy Caudill said. “And 
it seemed wise to plan 
our wastewater futures 
together.” 

“As the planning effort 
unfolded, it became clear 
that an effort to combine 
the two systems of sewers 
and the two wastewater 
treatment plants in favor 
of a single treatment 
facility made both dol¬ 
lars and sense,” Stanton 
Mayor Dale Allen added. 

Sewer rates will be 
higher in the future than 
in the past, Caudill point¬ 
ed out, but the rates will 
not be nearly as high as 
what customers of both 
sewer systems would 
have seen f the cities had 
not acted collaboratively. 

Powell County and the 
fiscal court is a full part¬ 
ner in the effort. Four 
county judge executives, 
Darren Farmer, the late 
Jimmy Potts, Judy Potts 


and current judge exec¬ 
utive James Anderson 
haveactively supported 
the effort. In addition to 
John Brewer, the director 
of the RRWWA, four com¬ 
missioners have also been 
involved since the begin¬ 
ning. John Combs, Aaron 
Marsee, James Bloom 
and Brian Derickson 
have all been serving sine 
the RRWA was created in 
2008. 

The Red River 
Wastewater Authority 
collaborated with rep¬ 
resentatives from the 
DLG, the Kentucky 
Infrastructure Authority, 
the Appalachian Regional 
Commission, USDA 
Rural Development, the 
Economic Development 
Administration, 
the Bluegrass Area 
Development District, 
Stanton, Clay City and 
Powell County to bring 
this project to fruition. 

Funding was pooled 
from these organizations 
for a total project budget 
exceeding $13 million. 

This project combines 
both Stanton's and Clay 
City's wastewater plants 
into one expanded plant 
that will have significant 
increased water capac¬ 
ity, will eliminate the 
Cabinet's enforcement 
actions and will allow 


for potential economic 
growth in the area. 

More specifically, fund¬ 
ing will go toward the 
expansion and upgrade 
of the existing Stanton 
wastewater treatment 
plant, the installation of 
a new pump station in 
Clay City, the installation 
of a force main to handle 
pumping sewage from 
Clay City to Stanton, and 
the construction of an 
administrative laborato¬ 
ry and electrical building 
at the Stanton plant site. 
Both cities will continue 


to own and operate their 
respective sewage collec¬ 
tion systems. 

When the RRWA was 
created, action by both 
city councils was required 
as well as that of the 
Powell County Fiscal 
Court. “I am pleased 
that action to create the 
Authority (RRWA) was 
approved unanimously 
by all three legislative 
bodies. That kind of unity 
has continued since the 
Authroity's creation.” 

“We have proven that 
working together works. 


The concept has been 
our motto since the 
beginning,” Brewer said. 
“From day one we set out 
to prove that our proj¬ 
ect could and would be 
Kentucky's poster child 
in terms of what local 
leaders can accomplish 
by working together and 
by pushing hard.” The 
governor used the same 
phrase, 'Kentucky's post¬ 
er child,” when he hand¬ 
ed out the award. 

'Indeed we are 
Kentucky's poster child,” 
Allen stated. “It's great to 
be first in Kentucky in a 
category in which being 
first is a compliment.” 

“The cities of Stanton 
and Clay City have been 
in need of a solution to 
their wastewater treat¬ 
ment issues for many 
years and the wastewater 
problems have certainly 
hindered economic devel¬ 
opment in the area,” said 
Wilder. “I am pleased that 
the Red River Regional 
Wastewater Authority 
was able to bring so many 
agencies together to find a 
positive and effective solu¬ 
tion for the communities' 
needs. Congratulations 
to the Authority for its 
exceptional efforts on this 
project and receiving our 
2012 Spirit of 

Kentucky Award.” 


“Upon the project's 
completion next year,” 
Brewer added, “we can 
hang out signs on every 
highway leading to Powell 
County; signs that say 
'Powell County, open for 
business, again'.” 

“The project includes 
the installation of a 
wastewater pumping sta¬ 
tion at Clay City as well 
as a five mile long pres¬ 
sure sewer line to con¬ 
vey Clay City's collected 
wastewaters to Stanton 
for treatment. Each city 
will continue to own and 
operate its respective 
wastewater collection sys¬ 
tem. The project, under 
construction since early 
this summer, should be 
complete and in service 
by late 2013. 

The Spirit of Kentucky 
Award is given annually 
to sponsors of a public 
project that demonstrate 
cost effective coordination 
of government resources 
among multiple govern¬ 
ment groups. 

Nominations for 
the Spirit of Kentucky 
Award were submitted to 
DLG for consideration. 
Projects eligible for nomi¬ 
nation include those of 
government, public ser¬ 
vice, private non-profit 
or quasi-governmental 
groups or agencies.

You can do 
several things to reduce 
your current grocery 
expenses and hopefully 
prepare yourself for the 
expected price increase. 


One of the easiest 
things to do is to plan 
ahead. That includes 
making a meal plan for 
the week and making 
a shopping list based 
on the ingredients you 
need to fulfill your plan. 
Check weekly store sale 
ads and product coupons 
in the newspaper and 
online to find the best 
prices for the items you 
need. However, don't buy 
something you don't have 
plans for just because it's 
on sale. Make sure sale 
items ring up with the 
correct price at checkout. 

Avoid shopping hungry, 
in a hurry or with your 
kids, as all can increase 
impulse spending. 

Wisely choose your 
shopping destination. 
For many rural consum¬ 


ers, convenience stores 
are the most accessible 
places to shop; however, 
they typically are one of 
the most expensive. You 
might find it is more 
cost-effective to go to a 
larger store in a nearby 
community once a month 
to stock-up on common¬ 
ly used non-perishable 


items. 

Instead of increasing 
prices, some companies 
are reducing their pack¬ 
aging sizes. This can 
increase your spend¬ 
ing, as you will need 
to replace these items 
more often. When at 
the grocery store, check 
the item's price per unit 


found on the shelf tag. 
The price per unit allows 
you to easily compare the 
costs of the product based 
on size. The price may be 
cheaper in a different size 
or brand. If your grocery 
store does not display a 
product's price per unit, 
you can easily calculate 
it by taking the cost of 


the product and dividing 
it by its packaging size. 
Bringing a small calcula¬ 
tor may be helpful. 

Review your gro¬ 
cery purchases at least 
monthly to determine 
total monthly grocery 
expenses and individual 
product prices. You may 
be able to further reduce 
spending by eliminating 
things that aren't neces¬ 
sities. Cheaper alterna¬ 
tives may be available for 
some of the more costly 
items.

3 Tbsp. pepper 

1/2 Tbsp. onion powder 
1/2 Tbsp. garlic powder 

Mix all ingredients in a bowl. Store in 
an airtight container. 

Taco Seasoning 

6 tsp. chili powder 

4 1/2 tsp. cumin 

5 tsp. paprika 
1/4 tsp. oregano 

3 tsp. onion powder

Mix all ingredients and store in an 
airtight container. One teaspoon of 
homemade taco seasoning equals 2 tea¬ 
spoons store-bought.

2 Tbsp. dried rosemary

1 tsp. sugar 

Combine all the ingredients. Store 
in an airtight container in a cool dark 
place for up to 3 months. 

Cajun Seasoning 

1 Tbsp. paprika 

2 1/2 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. onion powder 
1 tsp. garlic powder

3/4 tsp. white pepper 
3/4 tsp. black pepper

1/2 tsp. garlic powder 
1/4 tsp. cumin 

All Purpose Seasoning 

3 Tbsp. paprika 

2 Tbsp. salt 

2 Tbsp. dried parsley 
2 tsp. onion powder 
2 tsp. garlic powder 
1 tsp. ground black pepper 
1 tsp. dried oregano 
1 tsp. dried basil 
1 tsp. dried thyme 
1/2 tsp. celery salt 

Mix all ingredients together and store 
in an air tight container.

Many sources of finan¬ 
cial aid are available to 
help college-bound stu¬ 
dents pay higher educa¬ 
tion expenses, including 
federal and state grants, 
scholarships and Federal 
Stafford and PLUS 
Loans. In addition, merit- 
based scholarships and 
need-based grants are 
often available at the 
local level, according to 
the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

All of these programs 
may help ease the bur¬ 
den of paying for college. 
However, sometimes 
these sources are not 
enough to cover all the 
costs. When that hap¬ 
pens, parents and stu¬ 
dents may take advan¬ 
tage of private student 
loans, also called alterna¬ 
tive loans. 

The interest rate on 
private loans will largely 
depend on the borrower's 
credit rating, so students 
and parents may have to 
pay higher interest rates 
than they would on fed¬ 
eral student loans. In 


require students to have 
a cosigner, and some 
require the college to 
certify that the student 
needs the loan. 

Students and parents 
are encouraged to do 
research before commit¬ 
ting to any loan. They 
should compare the loans 
offered by various lend¬ 
ers to find the best pos¬ 
sible deal. The KHEAA 
Marketplace, online at 
www.kheaamarketplace. 
com, lets students com¬ 
pare loans from several 
lenders to find the one 
that best meets their 


needs. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers 
Kentucky's student aid 
programs, including the 
Kentucky Educational 
Excellence Scholarship 
(KEES).

As work 
opportunities continued to come his way, he realized the need to organize a com¬ 
pany and incorporate it. 

From the beginning, the company was successful, and it grew rapidly. Just after 
his thirtieth birthday, the successful young man, feeling that he had competent 
and dependable employees, left the company in their hands and moved to Arizona, 
a warmer climate, where he, according to the grandparents, “could enjoy life and 
play golf throughout the year. “ 

It is an obvious reality: Life doesn’t always give us what we want, when we want 
it, and the way we want it. Nevertheless, life can be good if there is a genuine will¬ 
ingness to accept with gratitude, whatever is given, and work diligently to make 
the most out of it.

13. Tied at 19-19, Powell 
managed to get a lead at 
22-21 as junior Triston 
Curtis was serving. But 
three scoring serves by 
junior Chelsea Haddix 
gave Powell for win. 

In the second set 
Harrison came back from 


a two point deficit with 
six straight points and 
held on for the win. The 
third set saw Powell cap¬ 
ture an 8-1 lead with 
Watson serving and never 
trailed. 

The fourth set saw 
the Lady Pirates take 
a lead at 7-4. The mar¬ 
gin stayed at three until 
the Lady Pirates ran off 
five straight to take the 
lead at 20-14.
